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MASKED GUNMEN ROB MESSENGER 
OF MAIL POUCH CONTAINING S40.000 
FOR CONSHOHOCKEN FACTORY PAYROLL 


Another Pouch W ith Parcel-Post Packages Was Also Taken 
— Automobile Used for Escape Found Later and Con­ 
tained Rifled Pouch. 


CONSHOHOCKEN, June I—Working 
with speed and precision, live masked 
gunmen early today held lip a Post­ 
on ice mail messenger at the Heading 
Railroad 
station here 
and 
escaped 
with a registered pouch of mail be­ 
lieved to have contained more than 
$4ti,000 in money sent here every Fri­ 
day morning. It was addressed to the 
Oonshohoi ken 
Manufacturing 
Con 
terns and was to have been used to 
meet payrolls. 
A second mail pouch 
containing pareel-post packages was 
also taken by the highwaymen. It was 
thrown from the bandits’ car a short 
distance from the scene of the daring 
daylight crime, practically empty. 


The gunmen, all dressed as labor­ 
ers, wert masked with black stockings 
anti parts of window curtains. 
Each 
tarried guns. 
Police authorities be­ 
lieve they were well informed as to 
the value of the Friday registered mail 
delivery, as well as to the fact that 
Chief of Police Frederick Blake was 
off duty today. 


Fearing just such a crime, although 
today’s was the first in the history of 
Conshohocken, Blake has been accom­ 
panying J. Boy Stewart, 28, the mail 
messenger, to the station on Friday 
mornings. Although police protection 
was not a regulation of the depart­ 
ment, Blake had been giving Stewart 
protection. 


Stewart was placing the two mail 
pouches aboard his mail truck at the 
station 
when the gang of five sur­ 
rounded him. With threats of death if 
he failed to obey o rd e rs instantly the 
desperadoes ordered him into the back 
of his truck. 


While the hold-up was taking place, 
William Vining, 40. of W. Conshohock­ 
en, a taxicab driver, pulled into Hie 
station. He was ordered into the back 
of the mail truck too. 
Just as the 
bandits were ready to drive off, Jos­ 
eph Carney, brother-in-law of assist­ 
ant peat master W. Forrest Seanlin, 
w alk ed/ onto 
the 
.station 
platform. 
Carney attempted to pull the mask 
from off tile face of one of Hie gu n ­ 
men. Ile was thrown against the back 
of the trill k. With final warnings that 
any outcry would mean death the live 
gunmen jumped into the car and sped 
off 
in the 
direction 
of Norristown. 
Police 
were unable to immediately 
pick up the trail. 


NORRISTOWN, June I—Hot on the 
trail oi Hie five gunmen who executed 
a $40,000 mail robbery at Conshohock­ 
en this morning, police 
here 
today 
found the automobile 
used 
by 
the 
bandits in their audacious hold-up. 


The abandoned car, a stolen sedan, 
was discovered by Policeman Harry 
Fell. The machine was parked at the1 
curb on Penn street, directly across 
the street from the Court House annex 
where the office of District Attorney 
Stewart Nase is located. 
The motor 
was still running. 
The 
mail 
sack, 
stolen by the bandits was in the auto­ 
mobile. Tile payroll money had been 
hastily removed a n d letters from th e 
hag were scattered over the seat.
